One Woman Shoots Another.

The New York Sun gives the following
account of a sensationnl episode in & Staten
Island boarding house on Thuraday.

Misz Dolores Dearimoore, reputed to bo
the daughter of a wealthy planter liviog
nesr 8t Aupustine, Florvida, who is spead-
ing the summer on Staten Isiand, shot Miss
Mary Jenoings, a young woman who had
formerly boarded at the seme honse, three
times, and missed killing her omly by ac-
cident.

Mrs, Emme McKernan, who ia not living]
with her husbend, keeps the boarding house,
but MMisz Dartmoore iz at prezent the ‘sole
hoarder. Unptil about the middle of June
Miss Mary Jennings elso boarded with Mrs,
McKernan, but at that time went tc Yonk-
ers, leaving behind her one trunk and a
debt, Mrs, McKernan says, of 5.

Miss Jennings reached the housze Thurs-
day about two o’clock and walked up to the
front portico, where she found Mrs, MeKer-
nan, Miss Jennings said she had come to
abont ber trunk,

Your trunk is ail right and just as you
leit it,” sald Mrs, McKernan, “but you are
not goiug to teke it until you pay me the
five dollars you owe me."

Miss Jennings replied with some warmth
that she would get that trunk first and see
about the debt afterward. A wvigorous dis-
cussion followed, during which both women
called each other barsh names, Finally,
Miss Jennings got g0 angry that she first
{lourished her umbrella arcund Mrs, Mc-
Kernan's bead, and theo, taking & pair of
sharp pointed scissors from her pocket, said
she would stick them into Mrs, McKernan
unless allowed to go to her trunk., DIMrs.
Mc¢Kernan is an invalid, Miss Dartmoore
had been sttracted to the portico by the
louil scolding. When this violent demon-
gtration was made she called & domestie,
and carried Mrs, McKernan to her room
and locked the door on her.

Miss Dartmoore then walked into the hall
where the trunk stood, and found Miss Jen-
nings bending over it, taking out a pair of
shoes, Miss Jennings locked the trunk and
begau to tell Miss Dartmoore what a bad

Dartmoore ordered her to leave the house
at once, DissJennings replied disdainfully.
Misa Dartmoore said, “If you don’t go I'll
throw you out.”” Miss Dartmoore’s weight
ia 110 pounds, aud Miss Jeunings is much
larger, but that wicked look in Miss Darl-
moore’s eyes was worth 40 pounds of muecle,
and Miss Jenoings stepped out of the hall to
the portico. Then Miss Dartmoore went in-
to the parlorand stood by a front window to
see if Miss Jennings left the yard, Miss Jen-
nings stopped on the portico, and, looking
around, saw DMiss Dartmoore. SBomething
Miss Dartmoore said, it is supposed, 8o exas-
perated her that, raising her umbrella, she
struck a violent blow with it through the
window, crashing through a big 30-inch
glass.
